Scheduled Castes/Tribes mean any of lhe Castes/Tribes 
mentioned in the Scheduled Castes /Tribes Lists (Modifica- 
lion) Order, 1956 read with the Bombay ReorCciiiHHto'i 
Act, i960, and the Punjab Reorganisation Acf, 1966. fh^ 
Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes Order (Amendment) 
Act, 1956, the Constitution fJammu and Ka'hnur) Scheduled 
Castes Order, 1956, the Constitution (Andaman and Nico- 
bar Islands) Scheduled Tribes Order. 1959, the Constitution 
(Dadra and Nagar Haveli) Scheduled Castes Older, I9e>2, 
the Constitution (Dadra and Nagar Haveli) Scheduled Tribes 
Order, 1962, the Constitution (Pondicherry) Scheduled Castes 
Order, 1964, the Constitution (Scheduled Tribes) (Uttar 
Pradesh) Order, 1967, the Constitution (Goa, Daman & D u) 
Scheduled Castes Order, 1968 the Constitution (Goa 
Daman and Diu) Scheduled Tribes Order, 1968. and the 
Constitution (Nagaland) Scheduled Tribes Order, 1970. 

4. A candidate must be either : — 

(a) a citizen of India, or

Provided that a candidate belonging to categories (c), (d), 
(e) and (f) above shall be a person in whose favour a 
certificate of eligibility has been issued by the Government 
of fndia. 

Certificate of eligibility will not, however, be necessary in 
the case of candidates belonging to any one of the following

(B) The upper age limit will be lclaxable Lip to the age 
of 35 years in respect of persons who have been regularly 
appointed as Stenographers (including language Steno- 
graphers)/ Clerks /Stcno-typists/ Hindi Clerks /Hindi Typists 
in the various Departments/Offices of the Government of 
India including those under the Union Territories Adminis- 
trations or in the offices of the Election Commision and the 
Central Vigilance Commission, and have rendered not less 
than 3 years continuous service as Stcnoy npher (including 
language Stenographer) /Clerk/Stcno-lypiai /Hindi Clcrk/Hindi 
Typist on 1st January, 1975 and continue to be so employed. 

Provided that the above age relaxation will not be available 
to persons appointed as Stenographers, on the basis of earlier 
examinations, held by the Institute of Secretariat Training & 
Management of the Union Public Service Commission. 

(C) The upper age limit will be rclaxable in the case of 
Ex-Servicemen who have put in not less than six months 
continuous service in, the Armed Forces of the Union, to the 
extent of their total service in the Armed Forces increased 
by three years. 

Provided that candidates admitted to the examination 
under this age concesion will be eligible to compete for the 
vacancies reserved for Ex-Serviccmen only. 

NOTE — The period of “call up service” of an Ex-Service-

(viii) up to a maximum of eight years if a candjjJate be- 
longs to a Schedtded Caste or a Scheduled Tribe and 
is also a bona fide repatriate of Indian origin from 
Burma and has migrated to India on or after 1st

(ix) up to a maximum of three years in the case of 
Defence Services personnel disabled in operations 
during hostilities with any foreign country or in a 
disturbed area, and released as a consequence there- 
of; 

(x) up to a maximum of eight years in the case of 
Defence Services personnel disabled in operations 
during hostilities with any foreign country or in a 
disturbed area, and released as a consequence there- 
of, who belong to the Scheduled Castes or the 
Scheduled Tribes; 

(xi) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate is 
a resident of the Union Territory of Goa, Daman 
and Diu; 

(xii) up to a maximum of three years in the case of 
Border Security Force personnel disabled in opera- 
tions during the Indo-Pakistan hostilities of 1971 
and released as a consequence thereof; and 

(xiii) up to a maximum of bight years in the case of 
Border Security Force personnel disabled in opera- 
tions during the Indo-Pakistan hostilities of 1971 
and released as a consequence thereof, who belong 
to the Scheduled Castes or the Scheduled Tribes. 

SAVE AS PROVIDED ABOVE, THE AGE LIMITS 
PRESCRIBED ABOVE CAN IN NO CASE BE RELAXED. 

N.B. — (i) 'J he candidature of a person who is admitted 
to the examination under the age concession mentioned in 
Rule 6(B) above, is liable to be cancelled, if after submitting 
his application, he resigns from Service or his services are 
terminated by his department, either before or after taking the 
examination.
